The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art, alone or in combination, teaches the Applicant's invention of a toothbrush 
comprised of a toothbrush head, a toothpaste chamber and a plunger assembly wherein 
the only way the chamber can be filled with toothpaste is by connecting a tube of 
toothpaste to the chamber as claimed and imparting a vacuum to the chamber as 
claimed. 

It is further noted that an antecedent basis for "an exposed portion of the plunger 
assembly" can be found on line 10 of claims 1 and 9.
